THE CAUSE OF LOW PRICES. 


Frequently we have been asked to explain 
the cause of the low prices reigning through- 
out the world for American provisions. It 
seems to us that we need not go far to find 
a reason why lard and provisions are so very 
low in spite of very large consumption. The 
times have passed when each last squeal of 
the hog meant a dollar in the pocket of the 
packer who killed the animal. Through enor- 
mous competition in all sections of the coun- 
try and low rates for live stock and freight, 
the profits have shrunk until packers kill and 
cut up hoge for a margin of ten cents a piece, 
if it must bee The expenses, however, have 





not grown any less, and the progress of time 
demands the nurchase of labor saving ma- 
chinery. It is quite clear from this that a 
firm formerly making $500 a day by killing 
500 hogs would have to kill 5,000 now to 
clear the same profit. Labor-saving machin- 
ery and the utilization of all waste products 
has come to the aid of the packer, and he can 
therefore dispose of the animals quickly and 
in great quantities. The result is that most 
packing houses strain every nerve to work 
up to their full capacity, since the expenses 
are relatively the same whether you kill to 
the full capacity of a house or only to part of 
it. What is good for hogs holds good for eat- 
tle, calves and sheep. Consequently there 
has been a very large demand from the pack- 
inghouses, in the live stock markets of the 
United States, and the natural consequence 
has been an increase in the number of stock 
raised and driven to the markets, The farm- 
ers know that the packers will buy and will 
kill the animals as long as there is a margin 
left, be it ever so small. At times, therefore, 
we find the markets glutted with half fin- 
ished animals, which, when _ killed, do not 
yield the proper quantity of lard or tallow, or 
whatever the article may be, and the meat of 
which is poor in quality. There is always an 
abundant demand for meats of good quality. 
Meats of poor quality, when thrown on the 
markets in large quantities, quickly depress 
prices all around. So it has gone from bad 
to worse; packers have made lard and tallow 
without the proper outlet for them until the 
manufactured product has reached a level 
not far above the price of the live animal. 
Fortunately for us short crops and hog chol- 
era in Europe have caused our European 
friends to buy and take the surplus from us 
or we would have seen dire disaster in our 
markets (in spite of a brisk local demand) 
due to over-production and over-competition. 


BERLINAS A DESIRABLE MARKET. 


We have, on the occasion of the presence of 
our Mr. Ganz in Berlin, Germany, last sum- 
mer, called attention to the desirability of a 
proper representation in that market of our 
American packers. Hamburg is certainly a 
large commercial city of the first rank, and 
has all the advantages of a great seaport; but 
Berlin is a great consuming centre, and 
should not be neglected. <A city with a popu- 
lation of more than a million inhabitants is 
certainly worthy the attention of the Ameri- 
can provision trade, Besides this, it is the 
seat of government in Germany, and we 
have sufficient reasons to make our products 
popular in that very city. We are glad to re- 
port that one of tne largest firms of Ameri- 
can packers will open branch establishments 
at Berlin and in some of the other cities in 
Germany on the first of January, and several 
others are contemplating taking steps in the 
same direction. The Berlin importers of 
American provisions will no doubt hear from 
these parties before long, and we have rea- 
sons to believe that the establishment of such 
branch houses will benefit the German cap- 
ital very materially. 


THE BOYCOTT IN ENGLAND. 


Apropos of the discussion as to the legal- 
ity of the boycott, it may be of interest to 
note that English courts have just rendered a 
decision in favor of trade union methods in 
the case of Allen vs. Flood. Legal attacks 
on English trade unions have been carried on 
for years, and a decision declaring organiza- 
tions for the purpose of carrying out strikes 
having been overruled; attacks on the civil 
side of the question were undertaken against 
delegates and officials of unions in the hope 
of intimidating them by risk of bankruptcy 
or of having them stimmarily restrained by 
injunction from carrying on the battle against 
eapital, hie effort to eripple sembination 
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has utterly collapsed; “A man’s right not to 
work is in law a right of precisely the same 
nature and entitled to just the same protec- 
tion as a man’s right to work.” Applying 
this more closely to the kind of action or 
“conspiracy” or “coercion” which was in 
question in Allen ys. Flood, Lord Rerschell 
has declared that “if it were intended to as 
sert that an act not otherwise wrongful al- 
ways became so if it interfered with another 
man’s trade or employment, such a proposi- 
tion has no solid foundation in reason. Lib- 
erty is never in greater danger than when a 
tribunal is urged to restrict liberty of action 
because the manner in which it has been ex- 
ercised in a former instance may be distaste- 
ful.” 


The Canadian cattle e xport trade of 1897, 
it is said, was not a profitable one for those 
who carried it on. The number shipped from 
Montreal was large—the largest since 1890, 
and the second largest in the history of the 
trade—and fairly good prices were paid in the 
country; but the British markets went 
wrong, and losses, not profits, were the rule. 
The total value of the trade is calculated as 
high as $7,000,000, and some have put the 
losses as high as 10 per cent. on that sum. 
Certainly the year was a bad one for those 
providing the British market, which is the 
mainstay of the trade. The competition over 
the water is rather too keen for such cattle 
as Canada sent this year, bought at the prices 
paid in the country, and paying the freight 
rates that ruled. 





Three of the largest New South Wales 
meat freezing and handling companies have 
formed an association to endeavor to localize 
and prevent damage to shipments of frozen 
meat, which damage has assumed most seri- 
ous proportions during the last two years. 
The insurance companies are at present 
smarting under continuous and heavy claims 
which have resulted in raising their premi- 
ums about 20 per cent. The association seeks 
to attain its end by a thorough inspection of 
the refrigeration machinery on board the 
steamers, the condition of the meat and the 
temperatures of the hold. 


A foreign office paper says the manufac- 
ture of margarine in Norway has made great 
progress, the number of factories having 
doubled in the last five years. There are in 
Norway altogether 13 such factories, at which 
from 200 to 300 men find employment. Of 
this number, four, employing 120 hands, are 
working in Christiana, The quantity export- 
ed in 1896 was 2,523 tons, of the value of 
£112,167 (against 1,800 tons and £90,880 in 
1895), of which over 1400 tons went to Swe- 
den, 550 to Denmark and 434 to the United 
Kingdom, 

Of the 128 Ibs. of beef, mutton, bacon and 
pork consumed per head of the population of 
England, it is calculated that 79 Ibs. (say 
64% per cent.) are of home production, or 44 
lbs, (say 35% per cent.) are imported.

HOLIDAY MARKETS—GOOD 
TONE, BUT MORE 
BUSINESS. 

The closing week of the year has naturally 
dwarfed all features, and has led to the usual 
arrangement of affairs and a somewhat re- 
stricted feeling over new dealings, by which a 
very conservative exhibition of fluctuations 
in prices has ¢ome about, while the entire po- 
sition has not developed markedly new con- 
ditions, but on the whole is very well main- 
tained to giving promise of healthier situa- 
tions early in the new year. This applies 
more to cash stuff. In a_ speculative way 
there liberal lines.of long 
stuff cleaned out at times within the past few 
days, but these generally have shown a profit 
as they had been bought before the begin- 
ning of the recent rise in prices. Then, again, 
there has been naturally some changing of 
contracts from January to May, which has 
kept the early market at times a little easy 
when the tendency otherwise would be to 
strengthen the early delivery in consideration 
of the favorable position of cash stuff, and 
the fact that there have been fewer hogs re- 
ceived. But up to the moment the switching 
of contracts from January to May has not 
been of a materially extensive character, 
anu it rather looks as though there would be 
less done that way before the close of the 
week than had been expected, although there 
is no question but thet the apprehension of 
a probability of a good deal of interest that 
way was disconcerting and prompted the feel- 
ing that there might be a temporary yielding 
of the prices for January. But it is clear that 
notwithstanding, the position of the products 
is highly encouraging for pronounced 
firmness to the market, in the _ in- 
dicated liberal wants of all sources abroad, 
and the rapid handling of the outputs, that 
there is the sentiment among speculators that 
the situation will not be arranged for materi- 
ally advanced prices at once, and that it is 
better when small profits are shown to take 
them in. It looks for some time yet like or- 
dinary fluctuations in prices, with a possibil- 
ity on the whole of slight improvements from 
week to week; but in very sharp gain in 
prices, although there are people with the 
opinion that after the middle of January there 
is less likelihood of small reactions taking

place, such as have come out on the rééent 
business, and that even through January that 
there is a good chance of a slight further 
broadening of prices, although they are not 
counting upon a material improvement in that 
month, It is well understood that the West 
has been oversold on some desirable lines of 
meats; that orders pouring out here have had 
to take their turn and could not-be imntedi- 
ately filled, and that in essentially all meats 
there is deciaed satisfaction among the pack- 
ers over the extent of the business, although 
the South has not been buying quite so free- 
ly within the last few days as formerly. 
But wherever there has been a lapse of 
interest from any special direction there has 
been contributed demand from other sources 
which has kept up good healthy movements 
out of the productions. Of course within two 
or three days there has been some quoting 
among buyers by reason of the holiday 
period, but indications are that immediately 
with the turn of the year that there will be 
a-resumption of the outside general. move- 
ments. The South, Southwest and general 
home interests are finding a good consump- 
tion at the prices, and they are willing to re- 
spond readily to the current market. There 
has been more ocean freight room on offer 
this week for January accommodation, and 
while its prices have hardly weakened, yet it 
has been taken up rather promptly. It has 
permitted the closing out of more French or- 
ders for meats and lard, especially fer the 
latter, which have been hurried forward in 
anticipation of new duties, although there is 
a belief that the new impost measures will 
not become a law within at least two or three 
months. \Uhig enlarged French demand is 
not of that order that the position here may 
be said to be at all quickened by it, to lapse 
after it has been satisfied, but is incidental 
and is lost in effect in the well recognized lib- 
eral wants of all export markets. The gen-

eral continent demands keep up, and there is 
nothing discouraging in that ~uarter for the 
future. In fact all signs are that Europe will 
want all of the surplus stuff that can be pro- 
duced here, and that there is no probability of 
effective competition from its home produc- 
tions to do away with that consideration, The 
lard refiners in New York are doing more in 
pure lard, especially with France, and the 
general movements in that class of goods out 
of the West is as satisfactory as looked for 
this week. But compound lard, which had 
a very good business in the preceding week, 
seems just at present rather slow in move- 
ment, and which is regarded more as a nat- 
ural Jull until buyers can get rid of some of 
their recent purchased goods. The slight ad- 
vance in the price of pure lard has not been 
important enough to affect the compound, and 
which latter is offered promptly at late 
quoted prices. The New York cutters are 
able to maintain prices on pickled hams, 
which are sold up close, agd the West for 
tierced pickled hams is also fimding difficulty 
in filling orders as promptly as desired for 
that class of goods, and pickled ee are 
in fairly favorable position for the ‘eutters, 
but grumbling here continues over the trad- 
ing in bellies, which, notwithstanding their 
low prices, are not taken at all readily, with 
an instance for them this week by buyers 
upon still more favorable terms. 


The receipts of hogs this week at the West- 
ern marketable centres have not been large, 
but they were not expected to furnish an ex- 
ceptional marketing in the holiday week, and 
they do not indicate that the turn from large 
receipts has come. It may be confidently ex- 
pected that there will be another large run of 
hogs early in the new year, although shippers 
may in instances refrain from forward- 
ing freely, as slight set-backs occur to prices, 
which latter feature partly occasioned the 
more limited shipments latterly. The loss of 
weight in the hogs has not been marked 
enough to indicate that the rush of hogs is 
over, and where it has been shown at all it 
has brought out the feature of a dissatisfac- 
tion of the shippers and their unwillingness 
to let their best hogs go at the prices. Yet 
on the whole the packing weight of the hogs 
is quite satisfactory. Good roads and the 
turn of the year will probably start shipments 
of the hogs forward again to the extent of 
the recent large volume, whatever their 
prices, although the shippers may dally for a 
day or two at a time over any easy figures. 

There was a good deal of interest attached 
to the showing of the stocks at Chicago this 
month, and estimates came out later than 
usual on account of the holidays. The first 
estimates received on Wednesday pointed to 
a reduction of 13,000 tes. in the stock of lard 
or a total of 140,000 tes. against 153,000 tes. 
Dec. 1. Of short ribs the estimates indicated 
a gain of about 11,000,000 ID for the month, 
or a stock of 22,000,00u Ib, against 10,877,- 


000 Ib Dec. 1. Of pork there was a slight 
reduction. the stock estimated at 82,000 bbls., 
old and new, against 85,400 bbls. Dec. 1, 


The Chicago shipments last week were al- 
most three times greater than last year of 
lard, while of meats they were double the 
quantity then. They were 3,429 bbls. pork, 
11,110,551 Ib lard, and 13,820,092 Ib meats, 
against corresponding week last year, Sy 
bbls. pork, 3,826,960 ID lard, and 6,457 
Id meats. The reports from the Atlantic 
ports were larger of lard by about 4,000,0@ 
Ib. They were for the week 3,390 bbls. pork, 
12,321,687 Ib lard and 13,025,175 Ib meats,' 
against corresponding week last year, 5,586 
bbls. pork, 8,329,310 ID lard and 13,926,714 Ib 
meats, 


In city tierced India mess beef there has 
been a very slow business. It is conceded 
that the position is in favor of shippers, that 
while the packers ought to get strong prices 
by reason of the-cost of plates, yet that if 
they want to sell that it is necessary to shade 
prices, while they could not market much 
even at small declines. The English markets 
are making up their wants of meats to a 
freer neglect of tierced beef than usual, and 
the fact that they are not holding much of a 
stock of the beef is a matter of no moment 
to them. The talk here among the packers 
is for $15 to $16 as to grades of the city In- 
dia mess, but it is a well recognized fact 
that the latter has to be considered more as 
an asking price, and that it is almost impos- 
sible to get it. For the barreled beef there 
is a very fair jobbing trade, although prices 
are somewhat irregular, The city extra In- 
dia mess range from $15@$16.50; barreled 
beef quoted at $8@$8.25 for mess, $8.75@ 
$9.50 for packet, and $10@$11.25 for family. 
In beef hame there is more going on 
and the advantage is more with packers, with 
$22@$23 quoted for car lots. 


The features developed on the several days 
of the week were as follows: On Monday the 
receipts of hogs for two days were reported 
as 80,000 head at all Western points, against 
81,300 head corresponding time last year, 
with prices for the day up 5@10c. The open- 
ing..on the products was 2 points lower on 
pork, lard and ribs, and there was a further 
decline of Tc. for pork, and 2 points for lard 
and ribs, followed by a recovery which left 
the prices much as they stood at the opening. 
The decline had been brought about early in 
the day by heavy selling of lard by Baldwin, 
and of ribs by Roloson, and Schwartz & Du- 
pree. Baldwin had sold 10,000 tes. May lard, 
and there were 2,000,000 ID to 3,000,000 Ib 
ribs sold. Cudahy and Swift did most of the 
buying. It may have been done, the selling, 
partly with a view of shaking out some long 
holdings, but it was probably chiefly due to 
the showing of profits and as well with a 
view of making a more favorable market for 
switching contracts. On Tuesday the receipts 
of hogs at the West were 56,500 head, inc!ud- 
ing 18,000 head at Chicago, 
2@5 points higher.

Last year, same day, re- 
ceipts 69,450 head, including 22,900 head at 
Chicago. The products opened rather easy, 
but thereafter ruled firm, although closing 5c. 
lower on pork and 2 points on lard and ribs. 
There was some outside selling, but packers 
seemed inclined to hold the products down in 
view of the stronger hog market. There was 
some long stuff coming out from the English 
packers and people who would probably buy 
it back again at any decline, and partly as an 
offset against the smaller run of hogs and 
their higher prices. The cash demands were 
falling off with the holidays. There was 
some January stuff being changed to May, 
with apprehensions of its being of a more ex- 
tensive character. Swift was the principal 
buyer and Cudahy the best seller. On Wed- 
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nesday the receipts of hogs at the West, 70,- 
000 head, including 31,000 head at Chicago, 
with the market slow and their prices 5c. 
lower. Last year, same day, the hog receipts 
were 77,700 head, including 30,300 head at 
Chicago. The products opened a shade easier 
but became strong and advanced 15e. for 
pork, 12@15 points for lard, and 7 points on 
ribs, closing with reactions of 2@5 points 
from the best prices. The rise through the 
day was on the buying of one or two of the 
packers, while the shorts were covering and 
the reduction shown in the stocks of lard at 
the West an encouraging feature. Roloson 
bought several thousands of tierces January 
lard, and it was presumed it was for Swift. 
There was other buying of January lard and 
by the packers, with the hog receipts under 
expectations. On Thursday the opening mar- 
ket for the products at Chicago was about 
steady, in instances 2 points lower from which 
there was a slight advance, to settling back 
by the close to the opening prices. There was 
little buying and most of the business, which 
was moderate, was in the way of changing 
contracts. Receipts of hogs at the West 
were 78,000 head, including 35,000 head at 
Chicago, against last year, same day, 62,000 
head and 24,400 head respectively. 

The Cincinnati Price Current makes the 
week’s hog packing as 580,000 head against 
360,000 head last year.

TALLOW AND STEARINE, 


WEEKLY REVIEW. 


All articles under this head are quoted by the Ib. 
except animal olls, which are quoted by the gallon 
all in packages. 

TALLOW.—It is a contention now over the 
prices between buyers and sellers which will 
require the beginning of the new year to set- 
tle. In other words, if the city melters wanted 
to sell at the price, they could get 35% for the 
city made in hogsheads at once, but they are 
generally looking for a better condition of af- 
fairs in a few days, and decline to consider 
any offer under 3%. There have been no sales 
up to this writing over 3%, and at that price 
the business was done last week. But city 
tallow has gone in on contracts this week, as 
it now goes in at any time in the week, in- 
stead of on Thursday, which latter had been 
the case for a long time previously. ‘Thus up 
to to-day this week there have been delivered 
to the local soap trade 60 hhds. city on the 
basis of the last previous sale, which was 
3%, and as it is not likely that anything will 
be done this week in city it is now the belief 
that 200 hhds. altogether will be turned in on 
contracts this week on the basis of the sale of 
the previous week, which was at 3%. The 
contract deliveries are now larger than in sey- 
eral weeks, and by reason of the city make of 
tallow increasing a little, and which brings it 
up to about the average winter production. 
In other words, the weekly make of city 
which had got down to about 600 hhds. for a 
few weeks is now figured as about 700 hhds., 
with the collections of fat larger. The coun- 
try made tallow has not been arriving with 
much freedom. It is pointed out as well that 
a fair quantity of the tallow now arriving had 
been contracted for ahead, and that it is in 
good part going direct to the English mar- 
kets. Where there is any surplus of these 
out-of-town goods on offer here, if of choice 
quality and in good packages, it has further 











attention from English shippers, and what 
little is left over finds rather a prompt mar- 
ket at strong prices to the home trade, even 
though there is not much desire by the local 
consuming sources to take up the offerings on 
this, the closing week of the year. There is 
no question that the future of the market in 
its bringing out even stronger prices must rest 
upon developments of export business, and 
the passing away of the holiday period is 
awaited with a good deal of interest to deter- 
mine the movements of the export sources, as 
there is no probability of any decided mani- 
festation that way meanwhile. There are 
good reasons to expect this export business, 
and they are based, as before remarked, on 
the probabilities of diminished supplies from 
Australia. But it would require a not too 
exalted opinion over possible values to give a 
good, healthy movement out of supplies here 
to keeping the position permanently firm, and 
a disposition to sell promptly, without permit- 
ting burdensome accumulations to modify a 
healthy sentiment. It looks as though the 
home trade would come in rather freely with 
the new year, if prices are not too confidently 
held; otherwise they would work close on 
their accumulations, although many of them 
have not bought in some time at all freely, 
and have made a big hole in their holdings. 
But there is also a fear that if tallow be- 
comes too strong that some portion of the 
home trade wants may be diverted to cotton 
oil, and particularly if the latter holds around 
its current low prices. Yet there is a good, 
firm look to the tallow position all over the 
country, and the trade here seems justified in 
their opinions of a near future higher mar- 
ket. It is true that there is not much trad- 
ing at present going on, but this does not 
mean much, as it can be attributed wholly to 
the holiday week; all other indications point 
to near future wants of importance, while the 
present accumulations of tallow are of that 
moderate order that their holders can afford 
to wait for a full blossoming of the require- 
ments. In Chicago it is impossible to buy the 
best packers’ under 4, and any bid of 3% 
which would take a large quantity is thrown 
aside; there have been sales there of 500 tes. 
edible at 4, while 200,000 Ib No. 2 country 
sold there at 2%. Concerning the business 
in the country made stock arriving in New 
York, the outside price of 3% is oftener made 
on choice goods, packages free, in the limited 
quantities taken up, and the range for the 
poor to choice goods is from 3%a3% and at 
3% for fairly prime stock, with 200,000 Ib 
sold for the week. The edible tallow is very 
strong in price in New York. It is not pos- 
sible to buy the city made edible here under 
414, and there have been sales of 300 tes. city 
and out-of-town edible at 44@4\4. Some of 
the city melters have sold city made in tierces 
to the local trade for reselling, or for their 
regular jobbing demands, and as well a little 
for shipment to out of town; in this way 100,- 
000 ID have been taken this week at 3%@4, 
in tierces, the latter price nearly equalling a 
3% rate for city in hogsheads. There was no 
London auction sale this week, with the usual 
adjournment over the holidays. On Thurs- 
day there were further small lots of city in 
hogsheads taken in here on contracts at 35%. 
That price was further bid, and it looked as 
though the market might reach 3% next week. 
Cable advices from London were that Aus- 
tralian was being received more freely at its 





home points. At Chicago quotations are for 
prime packers’ at 3% bid and 4 asked, No. 1 
city renderers’ at 344@35%, No. 1 country at 
3%@3%, No. 2 ditto at 2%. 

OLEO STEARINE.—There is no prospect 
of material business at once. Thé lard refin- 
ers here simply decline to meet the firmer 
views of pressers, and it does not look as 
though they would be urgently in need of 
supplies for several days. They would be 
against buying until after the turn of the year 
anyway, to depending meanwhile upon their 
moderate accumulations, while the compound 
lard trade has become very dull. But the 
pressers have made some deliveries to the re- 
finers latterly; while their productions are not 
large, and while they have made some accu- 
mulations, yet they are not carrying an es- 
pecially excessive assortment. Where thé city 
pressers will sell at all they want 4%. The re- 
finers would pay 45%, and they have been 
helped out a little latterly by out-of-town 
goods at that inside price. Trade depends at 
present upon home wants, as the market is 
too high for exporters with the current strong 
cost of freight room. The pressers feel con- 
fident over the stearine, partly on account of 
the look of the tallow market, the expecta- 
tions they have of a good future market for 
the tallow, and which materially leaves them 
with the sentiment that the stearine will im- 
prove in price as well, all of which is favored 
by the good export movements which are tak- 
ing place in provisions, and their prospective 
encouraging markets. The West has not done 
much latterly, but nothing can be bought 
there under 4%, and which would oridnarily 
justify a holding price in New York %4 above 
it, since Western goods could not be _ put 
here to compete with the city made under that 
difference. There have been sales in Chicago 
of 200,000 TD at 4%. 

LARD STEARINE.—There has been a lit- 
tle export interest thus week and some sales 
have been made. Where special lots of city 
are wanted it would probably be impossible 
to buy them under 5.85, since the cost of lard 
would not permit their sale under that. But 
where there are offerings of miscellaneous 
Western or city, the latter in small quanti- 
ties, and as it may be held in excess of the 
wants of the refiners who turn it out, it is 
found that it is impossible to sell over 514, 
and that there is not much wanted at that 
price, with up to 5% asked. The condition of 
the business just now is that the lard refin- 
ers have about all of the supply that they 
need from their own pressings, and occa- 
sionally have some left over for open sale, 
and if any Western parcels come on offer 
they are apt to become burdensome. How- 
ever, the West is not urging much of a supply 
here. 

GREASE STEARINE.—There has been a 
little call here for supplies this week from ex- 
port markets, and a few nibbles on home 
wants, but the market has for the most part 
dropped into the lull incident to the close of 
the year, and all parties wait the more nor- 
mal conditions of demands and supplies with 
the early part of the new year. There is no 
great accumulation of stock here, neither is 
there much of a disposition to forward for 
sale holdings in the country, while the accu- 
mulations here are not excessive, and there 
are hopes of more vigorous conditions all

CHICAGO. 


PACKER HIDES.—Traffic during the past 
week has been very fair. Much stock, es- 
pecially natives and Texas, have been moved 
and the market on the former is absolutely 
cleaned up. The views of the packers have 
strengthened appreciably on account of the re- 
cent heavy sales, and consequent light accu- 
mulation. This is forcibly illustrated by the 
fact that last week’s kill was less than 25,000 
and the sales represented close to 100,000 
hides. We quote: 


No. 1 NATIVE STEERS, 60 and up, 
have been in very active request, and the 
present price, 10%@11c., is firmly sustained. 


No. 1 BUTT-BRANDED STEERS, 60 ID 
and up, have also been in very good demand. 
They are firm at 9%@10c. 


COLORADO STEERS of comparatively 
early salting have had a fair call. They are 
quotable at 84@9c. 

No. 1 TEXAS STEERS have sold in 
heavies and lights individually and in mixed 
selection. The price is 91446@9%\c. 


No. 1 NATIVE COWS, free of brands, 55 
Id and up, have had rather an indifferent call 
at 10%c. Lights at 10%c. are more popular. 

BRANDED COWS have been in fair re- 
quest, having sold to the extent of several 
thousand at 914c. 

NATIVE BULLS are not available, and 
are nominally worth 9%4c. 

COUNTRY HIDES.—The country market 
is unquestionably quiet. Holders are mani- 
festing some anxiety to sell and are meeting 
with indifferent success. There is a some- 
what easier tendency. We quote: 

No. 1 BUFF HIDES, 40 to 60 ID, free of 
brands and grubs, are offering at %%4c. It is 
stated, however, that some carloads have 
been sold at a discount from this figure; No. 
2, 94e. 

No. 1 EXTREMES, 25 to 40 Tt, have sold 
in small lots. They are now offering at 10%c. 

BRANDED STEERS AND COWS are a 
weak factor at 8t4c. flat. 

HEAVY COWS, 60 I and up, free of 
brands and grubs, are quotable at 9%c. for a 
number one quality; twos bring 9c. 

NATIVE BULLS are closely sold up and 
are quotable at 8'4c. flat. 

CALFSKINS, 7 to 15 I, are inactive. 
They are offering at 13c. for ones and 11%c. 
for twos. 

KIPS, 15 to 25 ID, have sold in small in- 
stallments, though good quantity at 11@9%%4c. 
for ones and twos. 

DEACONS, 45@50c. 

SLUNKS, 25c. 

HORSE HIDES have weakened in tend- 
ency. They are offering at $3.20@$3.25. 

SHEEPSKINS.—The market is rather 
quiet, although some good sales are reported.

KANSAS CITY. 


With the good cheer of the holidays in the 
air, the packers felt as if they would confer 
a favor on the tanners and most of them 
gracefully accepted the prices they were of- 
fered. The sales for the past week in all the 
markets could not be far short of 100,000 
hides. Over 28,000 hides alone changed 
hands in Kansas City. The United States 
Leather Co. opened their magnificent jaw and 
and masticated 10,000 of one packer outside 
of the “big four; being some 5,000 Texas, at 
a, to the public, disputed price. Some claim 
the sale was made at 9%{c. for both weights; 


some that the sale was made at 914c. and 9c.: 
others claim that 9%c., lights 9%c., so that 
the reader may take his own choice of the 
prices. They sold 3,500 butt-brands at 9%c. 
The packers of the “big four” group sold 
pretty freely; branded cows at 9%4ec.. Col- 
orados at 8%c., butt-brands at 9%c., light na- 
tive cows at 105c., branded bulls at 7\4c. 
Native steers sold freely at 11c. and 10c. In 
fact, the market was pretty well cleaned up 
of all grades, with the exception of heavy 
Texas. One of the “big four” packers is. of- 
fering at 9%c., but for a clearance sale, think 
a fraction less would be accepted. The larg- 
est holder of Texas hides is still very stiff in 
his offerings, and while nominally holding at 
10%c., it is an open secret that if a person 
wishes to clean up a good round block at 10c., 
with lights at 9%4c., that the stock is there. 
The packers, therefore, with the exception of 
Texas steers, will go into the new year with 
cleaner cellars than they have for many a 
year before, and they can decidedly sit down 
to their New Year’s dinner with a smile of 
gratification, thinking of the prices that they 
obtained for hides during the past twelve 
months. As to the future outlook, the pack- 
ers here seem to regurd it without a dread: 
they think that there are enough tanners liv- 
ing from hand to mouth to absorb the stock 
that will be taken off in the next two or 
three months, but there is no doubt but that 
they are sharp enough not to let any good of- 
fer pass them, as long as the long haired hides 
are the ruling of the day. Beginning with 
January sees a grubbing on all hides; there 
is no doubt but that even Texas are get- 
ting pretty long haired, and the native stock 
is getting pretty shaggy. So far, the slaugh- 
ter of natives is rather disappointing—too 
many going into the butts and Colorados’ 
packs. The packers have therefore no trou- 
ble in selling them at 11c. and 10c. as quickly 
as they are taken off: however, the January 
slaughter will probably show quite an addi- 
tion to the number of natives. Light native 
cows are closely sold up, and it is doubtful if 
they can be obtained at under 10%c. for 
some little time to come, unless that the 
slaughter increases materially from the pres- 
ent. 

SHEEPSKINS.—The packers are not 
slaughtering many sheepskins; they therefore 
have very little stock on hand. Though the 
pullers may complain of the dullness of the 
market, still, if they want the stock, they 
will have to march up like little men and pay 
the prices demanded by the packers, who are 
very stiff at present writing and it is noticed 
latterly that there is always some person 
that wants the pelts. 


BOSTON. 


There isn’t a great deal doing. New Year’s 
week is never an especially brisk one in the 
hide circles of the Hub. We quote:

SUMMARY. 


The Chicago packers are once more on the 
“crest of the wave.” The hide situation has 
strengthened, substantial sales having recent- 
ly cleaned up all the natives that were in 
sight. In fact, the great majority of the 
packer product has been in active request. 
The country market is rather dull, owing to 
the absence of buyers, a condition naturally 
coincident with the holiday season. The sales 
of hides, considering the disparity between 
hide and leather prices, which continues to 
exist, should be very gratifying to the pack- 
ers. If these hide prices are sustained for 
any length of time it will, according to the 
tanners’ estimate, be necessary either to get 
a material advance for their product or to re- 
tire from business hands down. In support 
of this, a prominent rough leather tanner said 
to the writer this week, “that I must get 
more money for my leather or retire from 
business 1s a condition that stands out with 
all of the proverbial obstinacy of a fact. 
Take light hemlock, for example, now quot- 
able at 25c. and 26c. The hide from which 
this stock is made is quotable at 9%c., and 
delivered at the tannery easily represents 10c. 
Assuming that it requires 100 ID of hide to 
yield.50 Tb of leather, there is another 10c. 
At a most conservative estimate it will cost 
5e. to tan each hide. Allow in addition to 
this 2c. for selection, discount, freight, etc., 
and every pound of the leather in question 
represents an actual outlay of 27c. per Ib.” 
If these are facts, it certainly looks as though 
leather prices must advance or hide prices de- 
cline, else it will require little perception (and 
less time) to see the finish of every rough 
leather tanner in the land.

around shortly after the new year opens. 
About nominal prices are existing at present, 
and in this way they are 3%@3% for white 
and 3% for yellow, while at Chicago 334@3% 
quoted for white and 3% for yellow. There 
are some parties holding their white in New 
York even up to 4, but so far as we can learn 
there is no disposition to pay over 3%. 

OLEO OIL.—Trading is almost at a stand- 
still and not much of interest can be expected 
to the markets until the new year, since the 
Dutch advices now are scarce on the Holidays 
there, with the trade here very little inter- 
ested in getting cables, knowing that little 
business can be expected until after this 
week. The supplies in the Dutch markets are 
not large, and the prices there for the oil are 
regarded as low enough under the present 
conditions even of the butter market. So far 
as reported only small sales of best brands 
have been made in Rotterdam at 38@39 flor- 
ins. 

LARD OIL.—Usually after Dee. 15 for the 
remainder of the month the oil pressers and 
sellers look for little business with consum- 
ers; they figure that in that time about half 
of the average business may be done. This 
year the period has shown a notable exception 
in that respect. Nearly all of the dealers say 
that their trading is in advance and up to a 
January basis, and notwithstanding the mod- 
erate advance that has been made in the 
prices of the oil latterly. The conditions are 
favorable this season at this time for the 
business, in the fact that the woolen mills 
are very busy and at a profit, and that they 
are buying the oil freely for actual use, and 
to some extent for accumulations, as encour- 
aged as well by the look of the lard market 
and the feeling that the oil will not at least 
be cheaper, while there is a probability of its 
becoming stronger in price. The sales now 
are at from 38 to 40. 

GREASE.—A few lots are coming on offer 
at slightly easier prices than prevailed about 
a fortnight since, when there was some little 
export demand. It is nore the result of 
crowding a few goods on sale as they were 
brought forward by the recent advance, while 
it is difficult to sell them just now with the 
close of the year and the home buyers un- 
willing to make new engagements. France 
does not appear to be especially frightened 
over its expected new duties on hog fats, and 
while it had been buying on its agitation two 
or three weeks since, it is now very indifferent 
over new deals, in grease at least. The Eng- 
lish markets are taking a holiday, and there 
is left for trading only occasional takings of 
the home consumers. Quotations in New 


York: A white at 344, B white at 3%, yellow 
at 2%@2%, bone at 34@3%4; brown at 24@ 
2%. At Chicago: A white quoted at 3%, B 


white at 3@3%, yellow at 2%@2%, brown at 
2402%.8 

CORN OIL.—There is little figuring over 
supplies on the part of exporters, but it is by 
no means urgent, and it is not likely to be- 
come so until after the beginning of the year. 
But the consumption of corn oil in Europe 
is beyond question on the increase largely, and 
although comparatively large supplies have 
gone there this season, there is every 
probability of the much larger make being 
taken up, and particularly if tallow is to fur- 
ther advance in price, and which seems prob- 
able. The corn oil is quite firmly held at the 
small advance that has been made latterly 
and is quoted at 2.75 to 3.00 for large and 
small lots.

STRONG, RATHER QUIET MARKET. 

Unquestionably it is a strong market, and 
markedly so at the South, although the 
amount of business going on is naturally nar- 
rowed by the period at the close of a year. 
As the chief instance of the quiet order of 
trading just now, is the situation in New 
York, while the mills could do more business 
were they at all willing to sell on the basis of 
late sales. But the mills have in instances 
made 4c. advance this week on their hold- 
ings of crude, while a careful canvass of all 
sections South on the part of the refiners in 
New York and at the West finds that much 
of an improvement in prices throughout firmly 
insisted upon for near deliveries, while the 
mills are not willing to consider bids on fu- 
ture deliveries, especially for the month of 
February and later on, except at a more sub- 
stantial improvement. The position of the 
mills is seemingly justified in consideration of 
the very large consumption of the oil for a 
long time at the low prices, and which has 
gone beyond any previous period from the 
opening of the crop year up to the present 
time, while it is recognized that there would 
be no trouble in getting rid of the much en- 
larged production this year at an earlier date 
than usual if prices were to hang around the 
late range. So much of the oil has been 
placed by the mills that they can see com- 
fortable holding for themselves of such sup- 
plies as they now have on hand for the possi- 
bilities of sustaining their more recent ad- 
vanéed views, while they have confidence that

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in the natural drift of export wants of all 
fats that the spring months must throw the 
position for the oil more in their favor. The 
fact that exceptional large quantities of the 
oil have been taken up by export markets 
within the last two months, and which will 
be more largely exhibited when the Decem- 
ber and January clearances are well made up, 
in face of the somewhat discouraging position 
of the ocean freight market, and that these 
foreign sources indicate that they are ready 
to buy further freely upon the basis of the 
prices at which they secured the completion 
of most of their orders, implies that the oil is 
going into consumption freely at the low fig- 
ures, and that the sources there feel that 
there would be no risk in buying ahead lib- 
erally at the figures, while with ocean freight 
room to be had more freely, which is among 
the probabilities after the rush of January 
shipments of miscellaneous merchandise is 
over, the oil market ought to be further bene- 
fited. While the refiners and the soap trade 
at the West have secured latterly, as has 
been noted, liberal lines of crude, and chiefly 
in Georgia, Alabama, Texas and the Missis- 
sippi Valley, they have stood ready the past 
week to buy further for accumulations, 
while they have been compelled to narrow 
their dealings by reason of the firmer atti- 
tude of the mills. In Texas the Western re- 
finers find that they can get few offerings 
from the mills for deliveries even through 
January, while the mills there are turning out 
much less oil, and some of them are practical- 
ly out of important holdings of seed. Texas 
is beginning to ask quite as much for its 
holdings as the near Atlantic coast sections, 
and notwithstanding the difference in freight 
rates, and by reason, in connection with its 
comparatively moderate holdings, of the fact 
that most of the Western demand has cen- 
tered there, while it is disposed to negotiate 
further. In the Mississippi Valley the West- 
ern refiners feel that they have even less of a 
chance of getting the oil, where there is an 
inclination to hold for deliveries later on, and 
at about 1c. advance on current figures. The 
consumption of the oil South by the refiners 
there assumes some importance just now as 
a factor in the consideration that many of 
the mills are so well sold that they can carry 
easily their surplus holdings, while with these 
wants from the Southern refiners, which are 
always at about 4c. advance, on any prices 
received from the North, on account of the 
relatively cheaper cost of transportation, that 
the mills are satisfied over letting the few lots 
go while waiting for the outside markets to 
come up to their advanced views. It is clear 
that the position is regarded all around as 
upon a promising basis, that buyers so con- 
sider it in their anxiety to buy ahead at the 
recent low figures, not only on export, but 
as well on home trade account, and that they 
have been quieted only through the develop- 
ment of an indisposition to sell and the claims 
for advanced prices. The New York market 
has felt the increased firmness least by rela- 
tion with the situation at the mills. But it is 
becoming more difficult to buy, and bidding 
of the recent price of 22 for prime yellow in 
New York is oftener turned down, although 
gales have been made at that, and also at 
22% for January. France has bid 22 for 
prime yellow here, but it is not so urgent over 





securing supplies, and has declined to pay an 
advance on that; it feels that there is no need 
for immediate fear of increased duties being 
imposed upon the oil in that country, in the 
general policy pursued there of protecting the 
manufacturers, and that the movement that 
way will stop at the manufactured products, 
so far as concerns fats, in the recent partial 
decision to advance the duties on lard. Yet 
there are people with the feeling that retalia- 
tory measures may follow, which may after 
a while bring up the oil question again, how- 
ever the opinion which had been held for some 
time that the matter of new duties upon cot- 
ton oil was dead, for this season at least. The 
reported short crop of olive oil is beginning 
to appear as an influencing factor over buy- 
ing cotton oil in additional directions. Out- 
side of some demand for France, the markets 
in Italy have been a little more urgent in 
their wants of the cotton oil here; they se- 
cured two or three lots of prime yellow here 
at 22, and would pay that price for more, but 
can only pick up a limited quantity here and 
there at that. England is going it alone, so 
to speak; it neglects this market, having 
plenty of its own oil, while its production is 
larger than that of last year, while finding a 
quick market for it; the English market sim- 
ply holds steady. The market in New York 
for prime yellow may be regarded as 22 bid 
for January delivery and 22% asked, while 
the dock lots had been about all taken up, and 
could not be further bought under 22. The 
February delivery could not be reached here 
under 22%, and there is little disposition to 
sell at that, while March delivery is bid at 
23, and which latter had a bid of 22%. The 
sales in New York have been of prime yel- 
low 3,500 bbls. for spot and January deliv- 
eries at 22@22%, chiefly at 22, while 500 bbls. 
butter oil have been sold here at 24@24%, 
and 750 bbis. white at 24%. Crude in barrels 
in New York is hard to buy under 18%, and 
sales have been made at that, with for the 
week 800 bbis. taken at 1844@18%%. Crude in 
tank cars at the mills has been sold at 144%@ 
15 at the Atlantic coast points for 8 tanks 
chiefly at 144%, while there is general bidding 
of 144%, and a good deal of difficulty, if not 
impossibility of buying at the close under 15, 
while the mills as a rule would not sell for 
February even at the higher price. Texas 
holds its crude in tank cars at 144%4@15, and 
the Mississippi Valley wants 15%, and even 
up to 16 for future delivery. 


The Southern shipping points are still com- 
plaining over the scarcity of ocean freight 
room, by reason of which they are not able 
to feel the full effect from well admitted ex- 
port wants. Galveston and New Orleans 
therefore have reported fewer transactions on 
export account this week. 


Competing fats, in the position of their mar- 
kets, have offered some encouragement to any 
firmer views that have been entertained this 
week over the cotton oil market. The steady 
reduction in the stocks of lard, notwithstand- 
ing its large production, shows that Europe 
wants the fat freely, but there has not been 
an equally strong desire to take the compound, 
although the latter had latterly a very good 
sale; pure lard is reasonably cheap, according 
to the views of the consumers, and their 
needs are more largely supplied with it, but 





in the general full drift of all wants in Eu- 
rope it is quite probable that the compound 
will soon get its share of buying interest. 
With the generally well sustained provision 
market there is the confident look of the tal- 
low situation, which seemingly only awaits 
the beginning of a new year’s business for 
advanced prices, while it looks as though the 
statistical position of tallow in Australia and 
this country would encourage confidence, and 
probably throw more of a trade over to cot- 
ton oil from the soap houses, and concerning 
which there is a good deal of interest at- 
tached to its development, since if the New 
York soap houses should conclude to use cot- 
ton oil more freely, and which it could -do now 
at a decidedly favorable price to them, it 
would mean that there would not be especial- 
ly burdensome holdings of the oil at any time, 
while the feature might not modify any strong 
views held over tallow in consideration of the 
fact that the export interest is largely relied 
upon to figure upon tallow, and that source 
does not stop on limited quantities, but is apt 
to take a large block of it at any time to us- 
ing up any accumulations. In that considera- 
tion the opening of the new year, or shortly 
after it, is awaited with some little interest 
all around in its indicating possibilities, since 
just now England is busy with its holiday fes- 
tivities and is not willing to talk business over 
any commodity, while our local soap houses 
are adjusting the accounts of the old year, 
and are not inclined to buy any class of goods, 
although they will be compelled to come in 
shortly in the new year for resupplies of 
either cotton oil or tallow, or of both. 

On Thursday the situation was not further 
changed; there were telegrams here offering 
a few lots of crude in tanks at the Atlantic 
coast mills at 15, but nothing under that. 
There were 200 bbls. crude sold in New York

CHICAGO LIVE STOCK REVIEW. 


Written expressly for Tat NaTIONAL PROVISIONER by 
Mallory, Son & ”'mmerman Co.) 

HOGS.—The year closing, like all of 
its predecessors, affo:us statisticians, histo- 
rians and writers of all kinds an opportunity 
to review the past, take a little thought for 
the present and speculate somewhat upon the 
future. The live stock and provision busi- 
ness is largely one that is more interested in 
the present and future, more inquiries being 
made regarding the outlook for the future 
than occurs in any other line of business, The 
nature of the business, especially the hog 
branch of the trade, is such that it is almost 
impossible for the government or any private 
bureau to ascertain with any marked degree 
of certainty what the present or prospective 
supplies of this or that kind of stock is or 
may be. The government report on live stock 
is largely complied from reports made by peo- 
ple who know dittle or nothing about the live 
stock business; and the fact that they have 
shown a marked decrease in the reported sup- 





plies of hogs for the past few years, when - 


the actual figures at the different markets 
since show a considerable increase, indicates 
the inaccuracy of their reports. The reports 
we gather come entirely from people who are 
exclusively engaged in the live stock feeding 
and shipping business, and are based entirely 
upon the previous season’s or year’s actual 
supply; and, as we have suggested several 
times, even these reports are not thoroughly 
reliable, but are probably as near correct as 
such reports can be. Our crop report for the 
winter of ‘97 and ’98, and the year ’98 com- 
pared with the season of "96 and ’97, and the 
year '97, shows that the present and prospec- 
tive supply of hogs is as large as it 
was for the corresponding time, as above 
noted. The actual receipts of hogs at the 
different market centres for the year just 
closing is probably the largest on record; and 
from the facts and figures at hand we do not 
look for much change in the figures next 
year. For reasons suggested several times, 
and known to nearly all connected with the 
trade, the hog supply will probably be more 
equally distributed during the next few 
years; and while the receipts at Chicago and 
St. Louis will doubtless show more or. less 
of a decrease, Missouri River and other 
Western markets will show a considerable in- 
crease. Conditions are constantly changing, 
and any one in this trade who expects to be 
successful must checessarily keep posted and 
abreast of the times. The packing business 
has become narrowed down to almost a job- 
bing affair, and the trade seems concentrat- 
ing more and more every year, making it 
easier for the buying side of the trade and 
correspondingly harder for the shippers of 
hogs. Receipts of hogs this week are com- 
paratively moderate, but are fairly good con- 
sidering that it is a holiday week. The qual- 
ity of the hogs is not as good as formerly,

TEST OF 86,10! HOGS, WINTER 
PACKING. 


The following test may prove of interest to 
our readers representing as it does a season’s 
killing and covering practically the various 
cuts and cures in vogue at the present day; 
and not only so, but is actual and accurate. 
Any part thereof not understood we shall be 
pleased to explain to any of our subscribers. 
There is a fund of information (as any prac- 
tical packer can see) contained in the figures 
given, some of which are not in the least sug- 
gestive: 

The net yield is 69.50 per cent. of gross 
weight. From gross to dressed weight the 
hogs shrank 18.84 per cent., and were a 
regular run averaging 234.21 lbs. <A consid- 
erable amount of “English” meat appears 
therein, that is, meats cut for export to the 
British Isles, which accounts for a fairly 
heavy yield of lard and rough meats or trim- 
mings, etc. Other tests, however, in our pos- 
session show still heavier yields in this re- 
spect, one of 52,000 hogs showing as follows: 

Sides. 28.41 per cent.; shoulders, 10.22 per 
cent.; hams, 11.85 per cent.; lard, 17.52 per 
cent.; grease, 0.56 per cent.; rough meats, 2.39 
per cent.; total, 70.95 per cent. net yield, sum- 
mer packing. 

Of course tests on similar bunches of hogs 
can vary considerably, the market value of 
the various cuts being taken into considera- 
tion when cutting—the knife can make fig- 
ures appear at variance with whatever may 
_ , . ah 
be considered the standard, as it were. The 
subjoined test, however, is a fair average 
test, nothing out of the regular being done 
thereon except that perhaps the various cuts 
were turned out as near perfection as pos- 
sible; in fact, no better were ever turned out 
of any packing house (both as regards the 
domestic and foreign), in fact the ribs 
brought a premium of 10c. over the market, 
and the English meats the topmost figure. 
The pickled meats (S. P. hams and shoulders) 
showed a gain of 2.33 and 5.35 per cent. re- 
spectively; the D. S. meats of course a shrink- 
age, not very much out of common, however, 
everything considered. A little manipulation 
(“dripping,” etc.) may have minimized shrink- 
age in one or two cases, the lighter D. 8. 
meats showing greatest shrinkage as a matter 
of course. The system of getting up a test 
is alone worthy of recognition, being simple 
in the extreme. .

VENEZUELAN TESTS OF IMPORTED 
LARD. 


On account of impurities and deleterious 
substances found upon investigation to be 
contained in lard imported into Venezuela, 
the government has found it necessary to sub- 
mit all such importations arriving at the cus- 
tom houses of that country to a chemical an- 
alysis to establish its purity. 

The following statement from the director 
of the National Laboratory shows the chem- 
ical properties which American pork lard 
must possess to be considered pure, accord- 
ing to the Venezuelan tariff law: 

1. Absorption of iodine (index of Hubl) re- 
ferred to the total acid greases: From 52 to 
69 per cent.; or rather referred to the neutral 
matter, for which it will suffice to multiply 
the former numbers by 0.955. 

2. Index of saponification (Kottstorfer) in 
milligrams of potash (K. O. H.): From 190.7 
to 205.7; or the equivalent, from 294.14 to 
272.64. 

3. Index of Reichert-Meissle-Wolny (R. M. 
W.): From 0.4 to 0.6. 

4. Point of turbidity: From 24°.1 to 28°.7. 

5. Reaction of Becchi-Millian and reaction 
of Welmans: Negatives. 

6. Sulphuric saponification (index of Mau- 
mena)—Absolute: From 25°.01 to 33°.02. 
Relative: From 69°.8 to 938°. 

7. Saturation of 1 gram of acid greases in

By a recent enactment of the Venezuelan 
Congress all lard mixtures and oleomargarine 
which were formerly in class 3 with pure 
lard have been placed in class 4 of the tariff: 
pure lard is retained in class 38. The duty 
applicable to class 3, according to the tariff, 
is 23 centimos per kilogram, while that of 
class 4 is 75 centimos.—O. P. and D. Re- 
porter.

TALLOW IN SOAP MAKING. 

The saponification of pure tallow necessi- 
tutes the employment of a 10-12-degree B. 
lye, whereby an emulsion is produced which 
enters into combination when heated to boil- 
ing. When finished off with 14-16-degree B. 
lye the clear viscid paste is stronger than 
yielded by any other fat, a proof of the su- 
periority of tallow in the manufacture of 
soap. On account of the comparative free- 
dom from fatty acids saponification goes on 
very slowly, so that if the lye be added too 
quickly the resulting paste, though apparent- 
ly exhibiting a strong touch, will in reality 
be insufficiently fitted, a defect that can only 
be remedied by the addition of water or very 
weak lye, and exposure to gentle heat. Other- 
wise, if such a defective curd be salted out, 
the curd so formed will be unusable, and 
will have to be rectified by a troublesome 
process. By mixing the tallow and lye in 
the afternoon, bringing the operations up to 
such a stage that a little more lye will suf- 
fice for complete saturation, and then leaving 
the mass overnight, the paste will be found 
dark, thick, and clear next morning, and will 
then readily absorb the rest of the lye. 

Free steam affords the most satisfactory 
means for saponifying tallow, the resulting 
paste and curd being free from scum and re- 
quiring no clear boiling. The high tempera- 
ture of stearine and the solidity of this fat 
insure a satisfactory yield, and it is to the 
disuse of tallow—by reason of its high price— 
that the deterioration of the present types of 
Eschweg soap is to be attributed. 

A point of considerable practical import- 
ance is that tallow affords well-defined indica- 
tions of the completion of the soap, so that 
there is little risk of a batch going wrong, 
which is more than can be said for the mix- 
tures of palm kernel oil and cottonseed oil 
used nowadays. 

For shaving soaps, again, there is no ma- 
terial comparable to tallow with a proportion 
of potash, cold-made soaps with cocoanut oil 
being inferior, and even palm oil being in- 
capable of replacing tallow for this purpose. 
Natural grain soaps, too, can only be ob- 
tained at their best when one-third or more 
of the fats taken consists of tallow. 

Settled curd soaps prepared from equal 
parts of tallow and palm kernel oil are su- 
perior to those made without the former, and 
for resin curd soaps tallow is undoubtedly 
preferable to kernel oil or palm oil.

In the manufacture of toilet soap the good 
qualities of tallow are again apparent, the 
soaps prepared from equal parts of this fat 
and cocoanut oil being highly esteemed for 
their economy in use, while cocoanut oil soaps 
are inferior, and those prepared by the cold 
process are more liable to become rancid. The 
cold-made tallow soaps for toilet purposes oc- 
eupy a position between cocoanut oil soaps 
and milled soaps, but approximate more to 
the latter in quality. 

For the stock soap for milled soaps tallow 
is indispensable, being alone capable of pro- 
ducing the thick lather for which these soaps 
are so highly esteemed. Tallow for these 
stocks should not be melted with sulphuric 
acid, since, though it bleaches more rapidly, 
it also tends in. an equal measure to become 
rancid. This also happens when insufficient 
eare has been taken in sorting out the raw 
material, only the cleanest, freshest and best 
lumps being suitable. These, when melted 
by steam, will yield a white tallow of pure 
smell and taste, forming an excellent soap- 
making material.—Seifenfabrikant.

C., AMSTERDAM.—AIl vinegar manufac- 
tured and sold in New York State must have 
at least 4% per cent. of acetic acid; it must 
not contain any of the ingredients forbidden 
in Sec. 50; it must not be in imitation or 
semblance of cider vinegar, if not cider vine- 
gar, and it must not be artificially ‘colored. 
Sec. 50 mentioned above gives the definition 
of adulterated vinegar, and is as follows: 
“All vinegar which contains any proportion 
of lead, copper, sulphuric acid, or other in- 
gredients injurious to health, or any artificial 
coloring matter or which has not an acidity 
equivalent to the presence of at least four 
and one-half per centum, by weight of abso- 
lute acetic acid or cider vinegar which has less 
than such an amount of acidity, or less than 
two per centum of cider vinegar solids or full 
evaporation over boiling water, shall be 
deemed adulterated. The term cider vinegar, 
when used in this article, means vinegar made 
exclusively from pure apple juice.” 

R. S. T., OHIO.—You must use your own 
judgment as to the quantity of water to be 
used in sausage. A good sausage should 
really not contain any water at all added to 
it. Sausage should be manufactured from 
meat, and not from water, or starch or flour. 
Some kinds of meat will easily admit of as 





much as 25 per cent. of water. The water 
should always be about 100° F. It should be 
added carefully, and the consistency of the 
mass tested. If the mass breaks when al- 
lowed to drop, too much water has been add- 
ed. The mass when dropped should form a 
long, elastic band. The addition of potato 
flour will greatly help to incorporate the wa- 
ter. Meat previously pounded while yet 
warm will go a very long way without the ad- 
dition of water, and a better filling suggests 
itself by using the soup obtained in cooking 
pigs’ feet, hocks or grouts, on account of their 
containing a large percentage of glue. 

PACKER.—We know of no more effectual 
way now in use of preventing the skippering 
of meat than the usual mode of canvasing 
it. We do not believe in using antiseptics or 
other chemicals on the ham; the taste and 
texture of the meat are liable to be injured 
without the desired result being obtained, for 
we cannot see why such antiseptic meats 
should prevent the fly from depositing its eggs 
in it. ‘ 

W. C., MASS.—In quotations of fertilizers 
the first figure means units of ammonia, the 
second means units of bone phosphate. <A 
tankage 7-31 is, therefore, one containing 7 
units of ammonia and 31 units of bone phos- 
phate. 


N. Y. R., CINCINNATI.—Smoked goose is 
a much sought for delicacy in Europe, and it 
seems indeed strange that this article has not 
yet been produced in this country, where the 
material could be gotten much cheaper if the 
business of breeding and pickling were sys- 
tematically carried on. Geese can be driven 
on pastures and will find food after the cattle 
have grazed off the ground. Finely cured a 
smoked goose breast is greatly prized by the 
most fastidious gourmand. , 


R. H. M. D.—Leaf lard will shrink chilled 
from 7 to 10 per cent.; heavy backs, alone, 
15 per cent.; cutting fats for steam lard, 20 
to 25 per cent.; guts will yield about 67 per 
cent. lard; heads, 42 per cent. 

B. L. V., OHIO.—On pickled meats of all 
kinds exported to Germany in barrels the 
duty is 20 marks per 100 kilo, and on such ex- 
ported as “delicacies” the duty is 60 marks 
per 100 kilo.

The old style of whole-milk creamery has 
practically disappeared. Taking pattern from 
the the first creameries estab- 
lished received the milk fresh from the farms, 
or twice a day, paid for all alike by the 
hundred pounds, the milk in large shal- 
low pans or in deep cans immersed in a pool 
depended upon gravity for sep- 
aration of the cream—and skimmed by hand. 
The skim milk was a waste product, and of- 
ten hard to dispose of to advantage. Of 
course the storage of large quantities of milk, 
with the water and ice incidentally required, 
necessitated a larger and more expensive fac- 
tory than essential to either of the other 
forms of creamery already described.

IMPORTANT TRADE MARKS 
DECISION. 


In modern times when competition is sharp 
a business is protected by letters patents 
where possible and in many cases by trade- 





marks, the latter being founded on common 
law rights, while patents are the creatures 
Under what is known as the 
law akin to trade-marks, courts have for 
many years upheld property rights in fea- 
tures which lack the arbitrary character of 
trade-marks proper, but until recently have 
not broadly recognized an exclusive right to 
a family name in trade. 

Such recognition of the right to the exclu- 
sive use of a family name has been accorded 
in. the United States Circuit Court at Phila- 
delphia, by Judge Dallas, who recently grant- 
ed a decree in favor of the James B. Will- 
iams Co., of Glastonbury, in a trade-mark 
suit, which holds that the company is the 
sole and exclusive owner of the trade name 
“Williams” used on soap as an indicia of 
ownership and of the manufacture of soap, 
and particularly in connection with shaving 
Their fifty years’ use of “Williams’ 
Shaving Soap” as descriptive of their prod- 
uct is thus recognized by the court as exclu- 
sive, even against others by the name of 
Williams who may seek to profit by their rep- 
utation and business efforts. The above de- 
cision is in line with several others in the 
United States courts, as well as in State 
courts, which secure to a business concern 
the full protection of their business reputa- 
tion under whatever name the public may 
have come to recognize the product as indi- 
cating any particular manufacturer. Charles

CHICAGO NOTES. 


Stockmen throughout the Northwest are 
calculating on continued high prices for good 
cattle throughout 1898, and for several years 
to come. There are on the ranges at the pres- 
ent time not more than 10 per cent. of mar- 
ketable good cattle, the high prices having in- 
duced the sale of every animal that would 
pass on the markets. 

Mr. I. L. Woods, president of the North- 
western Live Stock Commission Company, of 
Chicago, says there will be no scarcity of 
hogs during the coming year, though they will 
run much lighter than they have been doing. 
He also says there will be a shortage of good 
cattle, and that there will be plenty of the 
branded kind. Hogs he expects to see packed 
from 3@8'4c., no higher. 

Mr. G. F.. Swift, the Chicago packer, esti- 
mates that 1,000,000 sheep are feeding in 
Nebraska. Other estimates range from 750,- 
000 to 850,000. 

The Aztec Land and Cattle Company, the 
largest concern of the kind in the Southwest, 
has shipped 16,000 cattle and calves (worth 
$183,000) to the Chicago market during the 
last six months. 

Mr. A. T. Whitman, of the Northwestern 
Fertilizing Company, of Chicago, says the fer- 
tilizer market is exceptionally dull at present. 
Cotton and sugar cane growers in the South, 
usually large buyers at this time of year, have 
practically bought nothing. He considers it 
too early to say anything about the possi- 
bilities of the market in the North.

Carolina was held recently at Columbia. 
Among the prominent manufacturers present 
were W. T. Thompson, Union; A. C. Phelps, 
Sumter; A. C. McFall, Bennettsville; C. 8. 
McCullough, Darlington; Philip Rich, St. 
Mathews; Thomas Taylor, Orangeburg; Fred 
Oliver, Charlotte; J. T. E. Thornhill, Charles- 
ton; George W. Baker and C. Fitzsimmons, 
Columbia. The primary object of the meet- 
ing was to take some action to reduce the ex- 
cessive insurance which is charged on oil 
mills. The concensus of opinion of those 
present was in favor of establishing a mutual 
insurance association. 

The Peet Bros. Mfg. Co., Kansas City, Mo., 
has been sued in the United States Circuit 
Court by William Maltke & Co., soap manu- 
facturers, of St. Louis, charging an infringe- 
ment of a trade-mark. The St. Louis firm is 
the manufacturer of a brand of soap labelled 
“Lava Chemical Resolvent Soap, the Me- 
chanic’s Friend; Peet Bros. manufacture a 
brand called “Peet’s Mechanic’s Soap, Made 
of Vegetable Oils, Glycerine and Lava,” the 
word lava being in large letters. Maltke & 
Co. claim that they have been damaged to 
the extent of $25,000 by the sale of this brand 
of Peet Bros.’ soap and they ask the court to 
enjoin the Kansas City concern from selling 
any more of its “Mechanie’s Soap,” and to 
order that the profits made by the sale of this 
soap be paid to William Maltke & Co. 

Isaac Miller, Goshen, Ind., is to erect a fac- 
tory for the manufacture of glycerine soap 
and caustic potash. The new factory is ex- 
pected to be put in operation early next 
spring. 

During the year the Des Moines (Ia.) Soap 
Works has doubled its capacity, and the flood 
of orders is keeping the increased amount of 
machinery in active operation. 

The plant of the South Bend (Ind.) Soap 
Company has changed hands, M. 8. Rogers 
having purchased the factory for a considera- 
tion of $5,000.

there being more pigs and ordinary mixed 
loads among the arrivals. We can hardly ac- 
count for the marketing of so many light and 
common hogs with the country so well sup- 
plied with feed, unless the people are becom- 
ing discouraged or are merely getting rid of a 
surplus which they do not care to mature. 
The packers have succeeded very nicely in 
regulating their demand te the supply, al- 
though the shippers and speculators caused 
an advance of about ten cents during the 
week; but on several occasions when the 
early market was over, the packers succeed- 
ed in buying hogs on a_ steady basis, and the 
average for the week will not be any better 
than last week. The provision market ruled 
strong and reached the highest prices of the 
month, and while speculation shows some im- 
provement and the undertone seems strong in 
the market, the advance so far has been com- 
paratively small. Present prices for hogs and 
provisions are on a par with each other, and 
we see ho reason to change our expressed 
views regarding the situation, as we still have 
confidence in better prices for both hogs and 
We do 
not look for much if any increase in the re- 
ceipts for January, and would not be sur- 
prised if the supply was smaller than the 
general trade expects, but there will be no 
famine at any time. We advise our readers 
to keep closely in touch with the course of the 
provision market, and not be surprised if 
prices showed an advancing tendency during 
the next few weeks,. The bulk of the hogs 
are selling from $3.40@$3.55, which does not 
afford any margin for the shippers. 

CATTLE.—Receipts of cattle this week 
have been ‘eral, especially the light and me- 
dium grades. The recent strength shown in 
the corn market together with the large de- 
mand for corn in the principal feeding sec- 


provisions during the coming year. 


tions has caused many people to become dis- 
couraged, and thev are marketing cattle 
which should be fed for 60 or 90 days longer. 
Should the corn market advance we look for 
larger receipts of these half-fat cattle, in 
which event it would not surprise us to see 
the market decline from its present position. 
Strictly choice cattle will not be very plenti- 
ful any time, as feeders could not obtain the 
right quality during the past fall months, We 
look for fully as many cattle during the next 
six months at all of the markets as we did 
during the same months of 1897, and possib- 
ly some increase. As present prices are com- 
paratively high we do not advise discounting 
the market, 

SHEEP.—The supply of sheep and lambs 
was about what the trade expected, and was 
just about what the trade could absorb with- 
out any material change in values. Strictly 
choice light weight sheep, fat yearlings, and 
choice lambs, are selling at strong prices. 
There are a good many sheep anu lambs on 
feed in the Western country, but compara- 
tively few in the Eastern section. Present 
prices are good, and we uo not consider it 
wise for feeders to expect very much perma- 
nent advance for a while at teast.. We will 
doubtless have higher prices for choice sheep 
later on, but we look for liberal supplies dur- 
ing the next two or three months.

* The plant of the Michigan Beef Co., De- 
troit, Mich., which was recently destroyed by 
fire, said to be of incendiary origin, is to be 
rebuilt. There were 150 beeves, 60 carcasses 
of mutton, some veal, a few hides and consid- 
erable tallow in the burned building. The 
value of the stock is placed at about $8,000 
or $9,000 and the value of the burned build- 
ing at $17,000 of $18,000. Insurance of $10,- 
000 was carried. There was but $21,000 in- 
surance on both of the buildings comprising 
the plant. 

* At a recent meeting of the American 
Dressed Beef Association the president in his 
annual address devoted considerable attention 
to the importance of improved breeds of mut- 
ton sheep, pointing out the inferiority of our 
mutton to the English, and showing how the 
raising of good mutton could be made to pay 
the farmers. 

* As is usual with the advent of the winter 
season, there is noteworthy activity in and 
about the stalls of the Valley Meat Co., 
Marysville, Cal., at present, and will be for 
many weeks to come. Especially in the lard 
rendering, sausage making and packing de- 
partments is this annual hustle and bustle ap- 
parent. In the curing of hams and bacon, 
the company has two experts engaged, the 
output this season, as regards both quantity 
and quality, to excel and past year in the es- 
tablishment’s history. Anticipating the de- 
mand of the holiday trade, an extra quality 
of lard is being put on the market in five and 
ten pound tins, neat packages, which in the 
past have made the Valley Meat Co.’s brands 
the popular ones. Last season the hams and 
bacon put up by this company entered into ac- 
tive competition with the WBastern brands, 
holding their own when offered for sale from 
the same counter. 


* At the recent annual meeting of the di- 


rectors of the Brelsford Packing Co., of Har- 
risburg, Pa., a 6 per cent. dividend was de- 
clared, made payable to the stockholders on 
Jan. 1, 1898, and $5,616.69 ordered passed on 
to the credit of undivided profits. The auth- 
orized capital of this corporation of $165,000. 
The company is contemplating the enlarge- 
ment of its plant and business in the near fu- 
ture. 

*The barbecue feature of the National Stock 
Growers’ Convention in Denver, Col., this 
month promises to be one of the biggest af- 
fairs ever held in the West. It is estimated 
that there will be at least 10,000 people at 
the barbecue to be fed, and the arrangements 
are being made upon this basis. The com- 
mittee decided that they would need: Eight 
beeves, four elk, four buffaloes, twenty-five 
sheep, two bears, twelve antelope, ten thou- 
sand pickles, half a ton of cheese, two thou- 
sand loaves of bread, two hundred opossums, 
thirty barrels of yams, one hundred kegs of 
beer. A barbecue with such a novel bill of 
fare has never been heard of before. It is 
to be made the big social time of the conven- 
tion, where the people of Denver and the 
cattle men of the West will greet those of 
the East and get acquainted. The commit- 
tee, under the leadership of Chairman 
Ricqles, is enthusiastic, and the barbecue will 
be as complete as it is possible to make it. 
Mr. L. Butterfield, who has had big experi- 
ence in barbecues before, will give his per- 
sonal attention to the arrangements, and 
there is no question but it will be the success 
promised. 
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* Efforts are being made to secure an in- 
crease of the governmental force having in 
charge the microscopic inspection of meats at 
Sioux City, Ia. The export trade is being in- 
jured by the delay that the packers of that 
city now have to suffer on account of too 
small a force. 

* Dangerously diseased meat is said to have 


recently been carried into San Jose, Cal., gov- | 


ernment tags being used on meat not inspect- 
ed by the United States inspector. The cat- 
tle slaughtered were affected with tuberculo- 
sis. In comment on the matter one of the 
newspapers of that city says: “Regarding the 
sale and use of tuberculous meat it is held by 
scientific authority that thorough cooking will 
render it innoxious. That is presumably cor- 
rect, but the question remains what consti- 
tutes such thorough cooking as will have that 
effect. Will an under-done steak or roast 
meet the situation? Then, even admitting 
that cooking would render the meat safe, who 
would want to eat diseased meat? The idea 
is repugnant. In Germany, we are informed, 
the custom is to expose for sale any tubercu- 
lous meat found, with the statement that it 
is tuberculous attached. People can then ex- 
ercise their discretion about buying it. Prob- 
ably in that country where meat for the 
masses is scarce and ‘hard to get, such beef 
may be salable under those conditions. But 
we apprehend that it would find few purchas- 
ers in San Jose.”

The shippers of fat cattle, with the ex- 


perience of former years before them, seem 
to take very good care that the market for 
the past week—Christmas—would not be over- 
stocked, and therefore the prices were well 


sustained, in fact, a shade higher on all 
grades than the week before. The only cat- 
tle that suffered any decline were the so- 


called fancy cattle, which were too late in ar- 
riving on the market for the holidays; they 
went therefore at a lower figure than they 
would have had were they shipped a week 
sooner. The export men received very few 
eattle and the highest price for the week, 
some 1,865-ID average, was $5. On other 
days of the week there were not enough of 
fat cattle on the market to actually make 
either a good or a bad price. The market 
finally closed with heavy cattle of 1,619-b 
average selling at $4.90. Talking of fancy 
cattle, Kirk Armour, the general manager of 
the Armour Packing Co., has just received 
from England some of the highest grade, and 
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we may add, the highest priced cattle import- 
ed into this country for many a day; they are 
surely “animals of beauty, rare and fancy.” 
They are going to his model stock farm—Ex- 
celsior—(which farm, by the way, gives name 
to their rare breakfast treat—Excelsior Farm 
Sausage), where he has, without a doubt, the 
largest and best group of stock in the coun- 
try. It is only natural to expect that he takes 
a great pride in his fancy stock, for as the 
old song says: 
"Tis very high—their pedigree— 
’Tis very high, very high, you see.” 

Native cows were in fair supply; the mar- 
ket topped by some 898-TD average selling at 
$4. The native market for heifers was topped 
by a bunch of 46, weighing 1,040-ID average, 
selling at $4.35. The market on native bulls 
was topped for 1,138-T) average at $3.60. The 
supply of range cattle was not very large, 
and therefore the prices hardened on _ this 
grade moreso than on others. A bunch of 
112 Texas steers of 1,220-TD average sold at 
$4.35; this was the highest price paid for the 
week.

Counselman & Day say of the Chicago pro- 
vision market: The situation in provisions 
is about as follows: The majority of the 
packers believe that products will advance 
materially the coming year, but are not in fa- 
vor of an advance at the present time. They 
want to buy hogs as cheaply as possible dur- 
ing the winter months. Large sales of boxed 
meats have been made to exporters on pres- 
ent basis for live hogs ,and they are anxious 
to fill their contracts without loss. Receipts 
of hogs have not come up to expectations this 
week, and owing to outside speculation being 
small packers have been able, by moderate 
selling, to prevent any sharp advance. Stocks 
of provisions are much smaller than one year 
ago, and there is no doubt but that Europe 
will take all the product that we can spare at 
present range of prices. The future supply 
of hogs will undoubtedly be liberal, but the 
demand will be great. Money will be made 
on the long side of provisions the coming year. 
The outlook is bright both for the packers 
and the commission trade generally. 

W. G. Press & Company: There has been 
an increase in the speculative trade in pro- 
visions lately. For some time there had been 
a goou cash demand, which would usually 
mean a rise in prices; but there were also 
very large receipts of hogs, which always 
means a fall in prices. As a consequence the 
market has been kept in a see-saw condition, 
Now, however, there is a decided broadening 
in the speculative trade. Packers have large 
stocks of provisions on hand, and are keep- 
ing the prices down until larger receipts of 
hogs begin to come in. There will be no ma- 
terial change in prices for some time to come.
